The decline of the neighbourhood school 


WHEN JOAN NOCENTE MOVED INTO 
the Meadows neighbourhood, she 
assumed that her kids would be able 
to attend Velma E. Baker elementary 
school, just six blocks away from 
her home. 

In Edmonton, it’s not that simple. 


MEETING PLACE 

The neighbourhood school acts 
as a catalyst for community interac- 
tion. For kids it’s a meeting place 
both during school hours and after. 
Meeting one friend at the monkey 
bars often means meeting other 
neighbourhood kids whether or not 
they attend the same school. 

Neighbouring parents meet on 
playgrounds, at birthday parties 
and in education meetings. Friend- 
ships form and local support sys- 
tems develop. These interactions 
are the glue that binds communi- 
ties, says Russ Dahms, executive 
director of the Edmonton Federa- 
tion of Community Leagues. A 
nearby school becomes the “heart- 
beat of the neighbourhood,” he 
says. 

But Edmonton's schools aren't 
living up to that potential. 

The current system focuses on 
special programs such as dance and 
art, languages like Hebrew and 
Ukrainian, and even military train- 
ing. Kids don’t automatically attend 
the local school, but have the option 
of attending any school with an 


opening. 
But schools still have attendance 

boundaries and once a school is full, 

you're out of luck. For example, if

THE NOCENTES 

Joan Nocente has eight kids, a 
home based business and no time 
to drive each kid to separate pro- 
grams. Although only one of her 
kids attends a special needs pro- 
gram, they have all spent a signifi- 
cant amount of time on the bus, “In 
the past I’ve had kids on the bus for 


young families. Once Nocente’s 
family outgrew their former home, 
she spent months searching for a 
neighbourhood that was affordable 
and had the schools, parks, and 
other amenities her family needs. 
No one location offered everything, 
so they decided on something 
affordable. It’s the kind of decision 
that also means schools in mature 
neighbourhoods are losing kids. 

The problem is further com- 
pounded by budget restrictions. 
According to public school board 
planner Josephine Duquette, neigh- 
bourhoods that don’t get a school 
while still fairly new and brimming 
with young families, often miss 
their chance for a school. 

Building only a few neighbour-

hoods at a time in each area of the 
city is one solution offered by Greg 
Barker, a planner with the City of 
Edmonton. He heads up a part of 
the planning department called 
Smart Choices that looks at ways 
the city can improve the way it 
grows by building, for example, 
more compact and walkable neigh- 
bourhoods—two ingredients essen- 
tial for great neighbourhood 
schools. He suggests restricting the 
number of new neighbourhoods 


being opened up in each area of the 


city to three or four at a time. That 
would help neighbouhoods fill-up 
faster and the community would hit 
the population needed for a new 
school quicker. It also means fewer 
neighbourhoods are competing for 
school board dollars. 

Dahms, of the Edmonton Federa- 
tion of Community Leagues, agrees. 
He goes further by saying: “Devel- 
opers just build things, they keep 
building like crazy. Their interests 
in terms of making money is satis- 
fied. The people who buy the 
homes have to figure out the rest.” 
While communities must lobby for 
amenities like schools, “commercial 
interests really rule the day.” 

Toping up already existing 
schools with in-fill development is 


another solution, offered by Mayor. 


Stephen Mandel. He’s championing 
a pilot program that would: put 
more young families in older neigh- 
bourhoods. Unfortunately, the first 
time homeowners program builds 
homes on sites formerly reserved 
for schools. 

For Dahms, the issue is clearly a 
decline in community participation. 
He cites the federation’s current dif- 
ficulties in Heritage Valley as an 
example of community erosion. 
Several residents are establishing a 
local community league but don’t 
have a meeting place. There’s no 
school in the area and no other pub- 
lic facility available. 

Without neighbourhood schools, 
he says, Edmonton isn’t creating the 
kinds of communities that 
active, engaged citizens, “the roots 
of a great city.”

If it bleeds, it reads 


A conflicted journalist faces a not-so hypothetical dilemma 


IN JOURNALISM SCHOOL, WE WERE 
taught not to intervene in our stories. 
After working in Mississippi, where 
[helped organize benefits to raise 
money to help fix some of the prob- 
lems I covered, | felt a little iffy about 
the rule of never intervening. 

When I was at grad school in Mis- 
souri, I read about one of my 
favorite journalists, who had worked 
with migrant workers. When they 
got lost, and the only thing that 
could set them straight was a sign in 
English (which they could not read), 
they all turned toward her to trans- 
late it. But she didn’t. 

Could I have looked at those 
women and not translated the sign? 
But by covering this struggle, the 
journalist made the plight more real 
for her readers. By solving the prob- 
lem yourself, first, you can no longer 
illuminate the greater problem for 
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your readers. If you write the story 
in a way that really makes that 
struggle real, hopefully the readers 
will get involved and do more work 
collectively to fix the problems than 
you, as one person, ever could. 


NO CHOICE AT ALL 

I had debated the question for 
months before I faced a real test. 
New York Times columnist Nick 
Kristof, cameraman Naka Nathaniel 
and I were in a hospital in 
Yokadouma, Cameroon, when we 
saw Prudence Lemokouno, a 24- 
year-old woman who had been in 
labour for six days. Prudence had 
started labour with the help of a 
midwife. When, after three days, the 
child didn’t come, the midwife sat 
on Prudence’s stomach, hoping to 
push the child out. Instead, she rup- 
tured Prudence’s uterus. Her family

collected all the money it had to put 
Prudence ona motorcycle taxi head- 
ed for the nearest hospital—the one 
in Yokadouma 25 kilometers away. 
She had never seen a doctor before. 
When we found her, she lay on a 
shoddy bed (like the dorm room bed 
from hell) with a thin mattress. A 
mosquito, one of the many bugs in 
the electricity-less room, circled her 
head. When she breathed—short, 
shallow breaths—her body shook. 
After her uterus ruptured, the baby 
died inside her. Prudence’s sisters 
and her mother lined the floor near 
her. They had been at the hospital 
for three days without sleeping. 
How can they stand this, I won- 
dered. I had never smelled a room 
like this before. Prudence’s catheter 
was overfilled. Her vomit and blood 
sprayed the wall. Her family mem- 
bers did not move, though. They 
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kept guard, waiting for the doctor to 
do something. 

“| can’t operate,” the doctor told 
us. Prudence’s family didn’t have 
the $100 needed for a cesarean sec- 
tion, and she was anemic. The doc- 
tor needed 2,000 ccs of blood before 
he could begin. But the hospital 
doesn’t have a blood bank, because 

ple in Yokadouma are too afraid 
to donate blood for fear of the HIV 
test required to make a donation. 
Anyone who tested positive would 
be driven from his village. It’s better, 
they think, to be sick in ignorance 
than be driven from their homes. 

Gathering facts like a good 
reporter, I asked, “What type of 
blood does she need?” 

Neither the doctor nor the nurse 
knew. Ten minutes later they told 
us, “A-positive.” 

Nick turned to me with a wary 
look in his eye. “I think I’m A-posi- 
tive,” he said. After a quick pow- 
wow, we learned that Naka’s blood 
was compatible, too. Could they 
donate the blood? Were the needles 
sterile? Was this a journalistically 
ethical thing to do? 

Nick had faced this decision 
before. In 2004, he bought the free-

The guys donated blood, and we 
gathered up enough money for the 
surgery.

After hours of waiting, we found 
out that the doctor had gone home.

It’s fast paced and you can get 
physically out of whack pretty easily 
when you're pushing yourself to try 
a bunch of different things at once 
You just have to pace yourself and 
be ready as best as you can.” 

Performances themselves are just 
as grueling as the intense rehearsal 
period, with Alberta Ballet taking 
The Nutcracker on the road to five 
cities over five weeks. 

Forget about dress rehearsing 
each and every part—so many 
dancers are cast in multiple roles, 
there isn’t enough time on stage to 
rehearse every permutation. Often 
the first time a performer takes on a 
role is in front of an audience.

Amazing Luck. Some might argue

experienced an epiphany in the 
midst of despair. 

Summer of My Amazing Luck is 
adapted from Miriam Toews’ 
sharply observed novel, and play- 
wright Chris Craddock has spared 
no energy in lambasting the 
hypocrisy of Canada’s social safety 
net, while maintaining a deeply 
humanistic core in a landscape peo- 
pled by the marginalized—the 
moms we ignore in the shopping 
malls or the people we shy away 
from on the street. 

Craddock’s script and this pro- 
duction by Bradley Moss not only 
exposes the ugliness lying just 
beneath our collective political cor- 
rectness, but it illuminates the hope 
and common decency which man- 
ages to flower despite neglect. It’s 
difficult not to cheer when Lucy 
(Beth Graham) walks out of The 
Bay with a purloined stroller, or 
Lish (Caroline Livingstone) explains 
the difference between authority 
and power. 

Summer is one of those hugely 
entertaining productions in which a 
talented cast essays multiple roles 
to dramatic and comedic effect. 
Huge eyed kids, emotionally 


Christmas rather than just the 
secular. 

What emerges is a wholly uncyni- 
cal criticism of greed, insularity and 
uncharitable behaviour towards fel- 
low human beings. The unstinting 
outpouring of emotion on the 
MacLab stage, coupled with snow- 
dusted spectacle, is a major factor in 
the success of A Christmas Carol— 
there’s no hip agenda here. Rather, 
it’s a journey through the heart of 
Christmas in the company of every- 
one’s favourite miser, Ebenezer 
Scrooge. That the show ends with an 
appeal for donations to the food 
bank is necessary. 

Even on its seventh viewing, the 
show still has enormous power to 
move and dazzle—the lump in the 
throat at the stunning opening of act 
two, the heartbreak of Bob Cratchit 
and family as they struggle with 


grief under the looming presence of 
the Ghost of Christmas Yet to Come 
or the joy inherent in a dance at Old 
Fezziwig’s. As a dramatic whole, 
this show has the power to cheer 
and move the most cynical of 
reviewers.

FANS OF ZHANG YIMOU’S LATEST

In the meantime, those same fans 
are unlikely to be tempted by Riding 
Alone for Thousands of Miles, the film 
Zhang made after House of Hying 
Daggers, which is conspicuously 
lacking in high flying chop-socky, 
glamorous lead players and splen- 
dour of pretty much any description. 

Instead, Riding Alone focuses an 
aging, stone-faced Japanese fisher- 
man named Takata (Ken Takakura),

AMERICAN MULTICULTURALISM IS A 
very strange thing to the eyes of 
Canadians. Though America bangs 
the drum of melting-pot assimila- 
tion, it’s Canada, not the United 
States, that actually manages to inte- 
grate its newcomers rather than pro- 
ducing a fractured society of ethnic 
ghettoes. 

Asa result, there seems to be an 
inherent distrust of difference and a 
tacit acceptance that to be American 
means to be swallowed up by main- 
stream culture, rather than the Cana- 
dian ideal of celebrating diversity 
and allowing different cultures to 
contribute to the whole. 

Paradoxically, a melting-pot poli- 
cy merely underlines the differences 
between ethnic groups, those that do 
speak other languages and preserve 
cultural traditions from other coun- 
tries. It creates two kinds of Ameri- 
cans: those who have snuffed out 


any difference, and those who 
haven't, drawing the lines between 
insider and outsider even more 
boldly. 

Set in the predominately Hispanic 
neighbourhood of Echo Park in East 
Los Angeles, Quinceanera is a film 
that observes that line and how 
impermeable it might seem to “regu- 
lar’ Americans. Magdalena (Emily 
Rios) is a Mexican-American teenag- 
er who has been molded into the 
very form of typical American girl- 
hood. She loves shopping, gossiping 
with her friends, and wants to ride 
in a Hummer limo for her 
quinceafiera party, which is the 
Mexican equivalent to a Sweet 
Sixteen. 

She comes froma nice family and 
has a boyfriend who is headed to 
college and a good career. But when 
she discovers that she is pregnant 
(despite having never had actual 
intercourse), her father turns her out 
and her boyfriend disavows all 
responsibility. Magdalena moves in 
with her great-uncle Tomas (Chalo 
Gonzalez, who was a in Sam 
Peckinpah westerns) and another 
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whose only son, Kenichi, is dying of 
liver cancer but refuses to break their 
long period of estrangement. In an 
attempt to affect a reconciliation, 
Takata undertakes a trip to Yunnan 
province in China, where his son 
visited many times to document 
local traditions in Chinese folk 
opera. Takata hopes to capture on 
video the performance of an opera 
called Riding Alone for Thousands of 
Miles, interpreted by one Li Jiamin, 
who is reputed as the finest per- 
former of this work. But when he 
arrives, Takata discovers that Li 
Jiamin has been sentenced to three 


wayward cousin (Jesse Garcia) and 
tries to figure things out. 

What we don’t see are the typical 
images of East L.A. Hispanics, 
namely the gangs, the violence, and 
the poverty. Instead, we see a neigh- 
bourhood of immigrants and sec- 
ond-generation Americans working 
and nudgiig their way into the mid- 
dle class. Magdalena, the daughter 
of a preacher, has peers who think 
nothing of “paying through the 
nose” for their quinceaneras: new 
dresses, limos, a mariachi band for 
the waltzes and a DJ to dance to late 
into the night. And the neighbour- 
hood is following suit: young profes- 
sionals are starting to move in, reno- 
vate, and tum a profit. Gay yuppies 
James (Jason L. Wood) and Gary 
(David W. Ross) buy the house rent- 
ed by Uncle Tomas, and move into 
the adjoining suite. 

Madgalena, Carlos, and Tomas 
live as an ad hoc family, complete 
with tensions and conflict but also 
love and support. And the arrival of 
James and Gary opens up an oppor- 
tunity for Carlos, who begins to 
explore his sexuality. It seems that

Ironically, itis gay, white yuppies 
who wrote and directed Quinceanera. 
Richard Glatzer (best known as a co- 
creator of America’s Next Top Model) 
and his partner, indie documentarist 
Wash Westmoreland, wanted to 
depict the neighbouhood they had 
moved into, using actual homes in 
the areas for location and recruiting 
neighbours as extras. Newcomer 
Emily Rios had only previously been 
in school plays. Yet Quinceaneara 
won both the jury grand prize as 
well as the audience award at Sun- 
dance, and understandably so. 

Despite the handheld, ultra low 
budget aesthetics, the affection for 
Echo Park and the devotion to its 
residents give the film such heart 
that it’s impossible not to get caught 
up in the domestic drama.

Moby chills and chats with SEE

AS GO - THE VERY BEST OF MOBY HITS 
stores and iPods this Christmas sea- 
son, it’s hard to imagine that, after 20 
years of making music, a collection 
of Richard Melville “Moby” Hall's 
work comes out only now. And it 
also draws curiosity towards how 
he'll fit all of his twists—from the 
dancefloor to the punk-rocker to the 
post-classical—on one disc, 

Based on what has been, Gois 
hardly perfect but it represents to the 
neophyte how Moby simply refuses 
to roll down one path for too long. 
Recently relaxing upon its release, he 
made some time for SEF in order to 
discuss the decision to release a 
“best of” after so many years. 

“Ym signed to Mute [Records] 
everywhere except here in North 
America, and Mute owner Daniel 
Miller is a very good friend of mine 
and I respect his opinion,” says Hall. 
“He said, ‘You know, at some point 
you're going to have to put out a 
‘Best Of record.’ And now seemed 
as good of a time as any, really.” 

While nonchalant about the tim- 
ing, Hall admits that the track-listing 
took plenty of thought and effort. 

“It’s tricky because on one hand 
you want to draw people to things 
they might not have heard but then 
you don’t want a whole album of 
things that no one’s heard. If buy a 
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Rolling Stones compilation,” Hall 
continues. “I want ‘Gimme Shelter,’ I 
want ‘Satisfaction.’ Also, in my case, 
the truth is that the compilation is 
quite different in every country. The

While British buyers are treated to 
an extra half-hour DVD documen- 
tary, North American listeners 
instead receive a bonus disc of 
remixes from many of his singles. 
While his interest in the dancefloor 
isn’t as paramount as in his earliest 


days, he’s always listening. 

“) like a lot of the minimal elec- 
tronic music coming out of Europe, 
the stripped-down sounds of Trente- 
moller and stuff. The remix disc only 
came out in North America because 
dance culture is still really strong in 
Europe and many people have 
heard the remixes.” 

And he’s still clubbing. 

“Yeah, I still go out. New York is 
probably a lot like other big centres 
with a lot of big clubs that no one 
goes to except for tourists. I go to 
places like Nublu and Sonic that are 
really small, that maybe 85 people 
could fit in them. The scene’s more 
interesting and the music’s more 
experimental than at the larger 
places.” 

“In some ways | appreciate that 
underground is back. A lot of people 
in dance music lamented its folding 
but creatively the music is much 
more interesting.” 

What lots of people don’t know 
about Moby is that he reached a 
level of superstardom of the indie 
variety over 15 years ago with mega- 
rave anthems “Go,” “Voodoo 
Child,” and “Next Is The E.” 


PAID TO PLAY 
Did the success of 1999's Play and 
his subsequent albums have people 


going back and listening to his 
early, noisy dance records in 
bewilderment? 

“A little bit,” Hall admits, “but 
most often I meet people saying that 
they loved my first album—refer- 
ring to Play as my first album.” 

Play was the first album that 
many people had heard of his, but

through a completely unplanned 
process of promotion. 

“When the album was released, 
for the most part it got bad reviews 
and didn’t sell,” remembers Hall. 
“And rather than finding an audi- 
ence through popular radio—which 
is impossible for electronic music—it 
found its way onto TV shows and 
commercials. There’s an old adage 
about necessity being the mother of 
invention, and some people discov- 
ered [the album] on their own. For 
people that produce television and 
work at ad agencies, a big part of 
their job is listening to what's new 
in music.” 

With a new compilation out and a 
continuous flow of new singles and 
corresponding remix EPs, it seems 
unlikely that the Moby machine wil] 
slow down any time soon. 

“| don’t think that will ever hap- 
pen. I might slow down as far as 
making music that people want to 
hear is concerned, but a lot of my 
day is [spent] in the studio making 
music. It’s what I really enjoy doing. 
I've been working ona new album 
and there're probably three or four 
hundred songs to pick from.”

THIS WEEK, THE CHRISTMAS CAROL 
Project, a local production that puts a 
contemporary folk twist on Dickens’ 
classic tale of Scrooge, will begin 
both a television run and live run: 

Producer John Armstrong, who 
has been nurturing the project since 
its inception 11 years ago, has a new- 
found respect for the world of film. 

“ve produced festivals, CDs, and 
concerts, but they were all a walk in 
the park compared to the effort 
required to get a film production off 
the ground,” explains Armstrong. 
“Just getting through the various 
hoops for levels of funding was an 
experience. We were funded 
through a half dozen programs and 
were first through the gate for a cou- 
ple of them, including Alberta Film 
Development and the CHUM 
Prairie Bridge program. Tim Folk- 
man and I formed Bellstruck Pro- 
ductions specifically for the purpose 
of making The Carol Project for televi- 
sion.” 

The Christmas Carol Project has 
been a success story for the local folk 
community from the beginning. 





Well-known players on the local 
scene tured their talents to inter- 
preting various characters from the 
novel. Bill Bourne plays the part of 
Scrooge, Tom Roschkov is Bob 
Cratchit, Kevin Cook embodies the 
Ghost of Marley, and Terry Morri- 
son and Al Brant are the Ghosts of 
Christmas Past and Present, respec- 
tively. Dale Ladouceur plays both 
Alice and the Ghost of Christmas 
Future, Maria Dunn is Tiny Tim, 
and Bill Hobson is featured on 
drums and ion. Narrator Ken 
Brown helps pull it all together. 

“The biggest challenge, after get- 
ting the funding together,” asserts 
Armstrong, “was-to trim the produc- 
tion from its'90-minute theatre run 
toa TV hour of 48 minutes. The 
story had to make sense, and we had 
to satisfy all the artists by maintain- 
ing a proper representation of them.

Never a band to waste time, 
Coheed quickly enlisted He Is Leg- 
end bass player Matt Williams, and 
Dillinger Escape Plan drummer 
Chris Pennie as replacements, and 
by the sounds of it, things couldn’t 
be going better. 

“We're all such different people 


who get along and play together real 


well, it’s such a fun thing to do,” 


says Stever of the new lineup. “We'll 


continue to work, and we'll hope 
that it spreads more. You strive to 
get better and better and hope that 
more people pick up on it. That’s 


what you do with any business, with 


any job. It’s really important for us, 
and we hope that more people get 








involved and become fans.” 

The band’s newfound fame has 
certainly gained them a legion of 
fresh fans, with the band selling out 
stadiums on their current tour with 
hardcore heavyweights and eyeliner 
enthusiasts Atreyu. While other 
groups long for the interaction with 
the audience that tends to disappear 
at arena shows, the "Heed seem to be 
taking the inevitable changes in 
stride. 

“Of course it’s become less inti- 
mate than when we were playing a 
100 capacity club or a basement 
show, but the fact is, we were never 
a band to do much talking on stage 
anyway. I know for me when I get 
up on stage, I’m not gonna say a 
goddamn thing, because I don’t 
think that there’s anything to share 
but the music. 

“That's just me though. I guess the 
way we want to interact with the 
crowd is to have them visually stim- 
ulated, and uh, ear-fucked. Ear- 
fucked by rock.”

WARM, STICKY TAR. HOLLOW THOUGHTS. THE 
desire to reach some sort of conclusion. Matt 
Mays’ latest album, When The Angels 
Make Contact, replicates a long, desolate 
drive towards individual craving, shroudi 
listeners in a veil of raw melancholy ae 
Vicious realism. Or at least it should. The 
album is the soundtrack to his film of the 
same name, which tells the story of a heart- 
broken man in search of his missing love. 

The album plays off of Mays’ previous 
obsession (on Matt Mays and El Torpedo) 
with highways, traveling, and such, but this 
fime there's definitely a lack of spunk. 

Sorrow-drenched, flat and lifeless, with a 
touch of sun-spun hope peaking its face 
around the comers of sluggish minor chords, 
When The Angels Make Contact isn’t 
something you'll want fo pick up and listen to 
when you're in a chipper mood. In fact, it's 
downright depressing. However, if the film’s 
supposed fo do nothing other than suck 
into a spiral of self-pity, then the album ns 
its job.

BLARING FROM A SEEDY DOWNTOWN 
speakeasy, Calgary's premier “punk noir” 
group drag us through dimly lit streets, spin- 
ning tales of gangsters, Gods, and gun- 
smoke with a 1920s prohibition theme 
throughout. Whiskey-voiced singer Al Drin- 
kle spins story-songs of booze-fueled 
heartache, blood soaked bank robbers on 
the lam, and tough-as-nails bartenders, with 
a lyric sheet that reads like a short story by 
Raymond Chandler. 

Their roots firmly planted in streetpunk, 
Rum Runner also explore folk, blues, and 
even dub, (the track “So Long Outsider” is 
fip of the hat to the Dennis Brown classic “So 
Long Rastafari”), with the occasional nod to 
50s rock icons like Chuck Berry and Chubby 
Checker. Their take on “My Rifle, my Pony, 
and Me” from the classic John W flick 
Rio Bravo is spot on, stripped down to 
vocals, guitar, and a lonely sounding har- 
monica. Cyrano’s final track, “ Men 
Are Heavier Than Broken Hearts,” has got to 
be one of the greatest Canadian punk songs 
ever written, and is available on New York's 
Longshot Records as a seven-inch single on 
blood-splattered vinyl

| WAS SURPRISED UPON MY FIRST USTEN OF 
On Leaving, as | had expected the album to 
follow along the same dark streak that haunt- 
ed and at fimes seemed fo overwhelm Nas- 
tasia’s last album, 2003's Run to Ruin. Filled 
with jarring and atypical melody, the album 
was stingier in dealing the satisfying sensibil- 
ities found on 2002's acclaimed The Black- 
ened Air or 2000's Dogs. 

On Leaving almost completely abandons 
the morose tendencies of her previous effort. 
Which isn’t to say there isn’t sadness on the 
record—quite the opposite. But the sadness 
is tempered with hope, uplifting promise and 
a sense of calm. 

As always, Nastasia’s voice glides effort 
lessly between the minimalist arrangements 
and never seems to change in intensity—a 
nice, even keel. Able to convey emotion in 
melodic and poetic terms, she never stoops 
to histrionics or melodramatic display, and 
as a result her songs carry a weight that is 
rarely matched. Hers are some of the most 
beautiful records I’ve ever heard, and On 
Leaving is no exception.

WITH HIS FIRST SOLO WORK, THE BILLS 
frontman attempts to tap into some of the 
sounds that are normally off-limits with his 
more disciplined endeavours. These range 
from poppy (“Under the Garry Ook Mead- 
ow”) to Pk and stripped-down (“All She 
Could Say/A Sigh in Reply”) to something 
dangerously close to rap (“Holler”). 

As with most “solo” albums, the requisite 
alternate cast of musical friends sits in here 
as well. Most notable of these are Steve 
Dawson and Oh Susanna (“Waiting on the 
Sun"), two-thirds of the Wailin’ Jennys 
("Kathryn"), and Edmonton blues-man Lester 
Quitzau ("Let Go”). The album's finale, a 
raucous kitchen-party rag, also features a 
rowdy ensemble of uncredited players. 

Though the ever-beaming Frye’s vocals 
are fun and uplifting throughout, they lack 
the booming confidence and tonal consisten- 
cy of his Bills balladeering. Despite his exper- 
iment with experimentation throughout, Frye 
is at his best when evoking the traditional, 
roots-influenced sound that got him here in 
the first place—a sound that comes thr 
most clearly on songs like “Waiting On 
Sun,” “Takata’s Walls,” and the above-men- 
tioned closer. Still, a worthwhile addition for 
fans of the Left Coast singer’s work.
